W ith oldt r ( hd iii'ii, 20 to 40 OUPces 
i an be given. Care should be taken 
not to exceed «hesc am ounts other­ 
wise there may be an over-extenion 
of the bowel, wnich i harm ful. 
In very young in:ants an enema 
of glycerine is given.
